In 1621* they oonpletely oiroled 
the Antarotlo continent. Aoadesdolan Origar'yev mentioned the attempts of 
Imperialist countries to dispute the Russian priority In discovering the 
Antarotlo. He stated that the Russian dleoorerers of the Antarotlo made 
valuable contributions to oceanography and oceanology, a ^eleaoe which had 
its beginnings at that tins. 

The Antarotlo continent and adjoining islands are the base of whale 
fishing, where the Soviet whaling flotilla Slava has been operating for 
the last 3 years.

On * March at 0800, the Stallnabad Hjdroneteoro logical Station rout up 
a radiosonde (radlaaetearograjfc) to record observations of the upper atmos- 
pheric strata. 
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Itoing a 5-7®ar period of radiosonde observations of the atmosphere in 
Stalinabad, this vae the first time it had been possible to record all 
meteorological elements, including temperature, humidity, and pressure, at 
aa altitude of 23 kHoEmetere- The radiosonde reached an altitude of 23 kilo- 
meters in 68 minutes, a record for Stalinab&d. The temperature of the air 
was -58, k degrees centigrade at an altitude of 12,000 meters, while the 
temperature near the earth was 4 8 degrees centigrade . At an altitude of 
18,000 meters, the temperature vaa -51 degrees centigrade, and at an alti- 
tude of 23,000 meters it was -5* degrees centigrade.
